a single data single over the single global data line; a single secondary sense-amp connected to 
the single global data line and receives a single data signal from each of the primary sense-amps 
over the single global data line, and includes a restore/write back circuit to write-back data over 
the single global data line to primary sense-amp and back into the memory.
